WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—(UP) 
France will become the 36th full- 
fledged member of the United Na- 
tions on New Year’s Day when it 
signs the United Nations declara- 
tion here at a formal ceremony, it 
was announced tonight. 

Next Monday will be the third 
anniversary of the pact, which 
embodies pledges to use all re- 
sources against the Axis and not 
to make a separate armistice or 
peace with the enemies, as well as 
the principles set forth in the At- 
lantic Charter. 

On January 1, 1942, representa- 
tives of the original 26 United Na- 
tions signed the declaration at the 
White House. France will be the 
10th nation to adhere to it since 
then,

Penalizing the Credulous 


Inasmuch as most qualified authorities 
are agreed that the current German coun- 
ter-offensive has already prolonged the 
European war by at least six months, the 
Office of - Price Administration seems fully 
justified in drastically revising food 
rationing to levels approximating those in 

effect early in 1943. 


Inventory analyses bear out OPA Chief 
Chester Bowles’ assertion that a genuine 
food crisis does exist, that we will have 
less meat, less butter, less sugar and less 
processed food for civilian consumption in 
the first quarter of 1945 than in any three 
months of the war. 


In order, therefore, to insure equitable 
distribution of what will be limited, though 
adequate, foodstuffs, it was obviously 
necessary to put most meat and canned 
goods back on the ration list. 


The American people, anxious to co- 
operate in every way possible in the over- 
all war effort, have no complaint with the 
decision. From sad experience with un- 
rationed products in which a shortage 
exists, they have learned that rationing 
is primarily for their protection, that it 
works, as Mr. Bowles likes to say, “not 
on the principle of taking things away 
from people, but to make it possible to 
share them.” 


However, there are complaints—and 
justifiably so—with the OPA’s precipitate 


cancellation of a large number of unused 


rationing stamps and coupons. 

That is because time and again OPA 
has declared that ration stamps were 
valid indefinitely, that the public would 
be given ample notice before they ran out. 
Time and again have OPA spokesmen 
urged that there be no rush to use ration 
coupons as soon as they become valid, de- 


celaring that such tactics would cause false 


shortages which were unnecessary since 
OPA pledged its word that the stamps, 
once validated, would be good at any 
time. | 


Now, however, the OPA has cancelled 
four sugar stamps—in addition to all can- 
ning sugar coupons, and a large number 
of red and blue stamps. 


This has the effect of penalyzing pa- 


triotic Americans Hho placed confidence 


in the OPA’s assurances—as much as two 
months’ supply of sugar,.2.8 months’ 
supply of canned goods, and 2.5 months’ 
supply of meats. | | 

The basic idea of rationing is assuredly 
to share available supplies on an equitable 
basis. The OPA has not only broken faith 
with the American people but also violated 
the first principle of its distribution pro- 
gram. . 


Certainly, having misused public confi- 
dence so shamefully in this instance, it can 
expect little co-operation with its future 
pleas that there be no rush to utilize ration 
stamps as soon as they become valid. 


Britain Will Fulfill Duty to Greeks

This 
means, he said, the establishment of a 
responsible Greek government, repre- 
sentative of the entire electorate, with suf- 
ficient armed power and police force to 
preserve order until a fair, free election 
can be held, with all Greek citizens exer- 
cising their right of ballot. : 


Britain seeks, he said, neither material 
nor diplomatic advantage and has no de- 
sire to interfere in normal Greek affairs. 


“There must be,” he said, “responsibil- 
ity for the futur and there must be com- 
prehension between man and man.” | 


, Undoubtedly the speech of the British 
Prime Minister served to clear the atmos- 
phere in strife-torn Athens, although the 
sound of sporadic shots were heard even 
throughout its delivery and although the 
Greek ELAS did violate truce by firing on

Some 
are businessmen going to seek priorities and contracts. An occa- 
sional one is a newspaperman on business bent. 


The only young ones are in uniform or the wives of soldiers. 


A lot of young people are gone from this country and you can 
see that on the trains and from the windows. 


There is some sort of war story in most of them. While the 
soldiers will not talk about what they have seen and done for the 
very good reason there are no words to tell the story, their fathers 
and uncles will. It is rather difficult now, in the trains, to miss 
the story of a letter from someone at the front. The worst one to 
meet is an old soldier of the first World War whose son’s letter 
has set him off on a long war story of his own. 


The ones whom you want to help, but can’t, are those inevitable 
ones who have had that telegram and who are going to join the 
boy’s mother or who are making a futile trip to Washington for 
more information. There isn’t any information to be had, espe- 
cially about those who die in enemy hands, but the impulse to try 


and learn more is strong. 


Death, when it happens far away in a war, seems somehow to 
be more of a mystery than that which comes at home, 


There is the always slim hope of error, The stories of men 
lost for months who turn up alive and well gives hope to those whose 
sons or husbands are missing. The stories of errors in death re- 
ports, pitifully few though they be, are straws to cling to. Not
